CUBA MUST TAKE 
ANOTHER STEP 


Following Acceptance of the 
Platt Amendment. 


ELECTION MUST BE HELD 


FULL GOVERNMENT NEEDED TO 
CHANGE HER STATUS. 


When All This Has Been Done Then 
Congress Will Release the Isl- 
ands From American 
Control. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—Telegrams 
reaching here say that President McKinley 
and members of the cabinet are much 
gratified at the action of the Cuban con- 
stitutional convention yesterday in accept- 
ing the Platt amendments. Cuba's accept- 
ance of our terms, however, will not change 
her status for the present. She must hold 


an election and establish a government and 

Congress will eventually be allowed to take 
the final action which will release her from 
the military control of the United States. 

Cables from Havana say that the Cuban 
constitutional convention adopted the Platt 
amendment by the close vote of 15 to Hi, 
the casting vote being given by Presiding 
Officer Mendez Capote. 

The convention has adopted an appendix 
to the constitution which it formally 
adopted in February last. This appendix 
gives the terms of the Platt amendment 
and a summary in concise form of inter- 
Views with Secretary Root and his inter- 
pretation of the legislation in Congress. It 
also quotes the letter from Military Gov- 
ernor Wood, transmitting the letter from 
the secretary of war on the same subject, 
as naving the value of an afficial dwucu- 
ment, and then states in very clear terins, 
article by inter- 
pretation. 

What is known as ‘‘the Platt amendment” 
is a series of propositions passed by the 
United States Congress, defining the future 
relations between Cuba and the United 
States, and requiring Cuba to embody these 
propositions in her constitution. 

The essential things in. the Platt amend- 
ment are: 

1. That the government of Cuba shall never enter 
Into any treaty or other compact with any foreign 
power, or powers, which wi!l impair or tend to im- 
tir the imlependence of Cuba, nor in any manner 
authorize or permit any foreign power or powerts 
to obtain, by colonization, or for military or 1a- 
vai purposes, or otherwise, lodgment in, or control 
over, any portion of the said island. 

2. That eald government sha!l not assume or con- 
tract any public debt to pay the interest upon 
which, and to make reasonable sinking fund provi- 
Sion for the ultimate @ischarge of which, the or- 
dipary revenues of the islands, after defraying the 
current expenses of government, shall be inade- 
quate, 

_8. That the government of Cuba consents that the 
United States may exercise the right to intervene 
for the preservation of OCuban independence, the 
maintenance of a government equal! to the protec- 
tion of life, property and individual liberty, and for 
discharging the obigations with respect to Quba 
imposed by the treaty of Paris on the Unitd 
States, now to be assumed and undertaken by the 
government ef Ouba. 

4. That all acts of the United States in Cuba dur- 
ing its military occupancy thereof are ratified and 
validated, and a‘! lawful rights acquired there- 
under shall be maintained and protected. 

5. ‘That the government of Ouwba will execute 
and, as far as necessary, extend the plans already 
devised, or other plans, to be mutually agreed 
upon, for the sanitation of the cities of the is- 
lami, to the end that a recurrence of epidemic 
and infectiow diseases may be prevented, thereby 
assuring protection to the people and commerce 
of Ouba, as well as.to tbe commerce of the 
southern ports of the United States and the peo 
ple residing therein. 

That the Isle of Pines shall be omitted from 
the proposed constitutional boundaries of Cuba, 
the title thereto being left to future adjustment 
by treaty. 

7. That to enable the United States to maintain 
the independence of Cuba, and to protect the peo- 
ple thereof, as well as for its own defense, the 
overnment of Crvba will sell or lease to the 
Inited States lands necessary for coaling or naval 
stations at certain apecified points, to be agreed 
upon with the President of the United States. 
8. That by way of further assurance the gov- 
ernment of Cuba will embody the foregoing pro- 
arene in @ pe:manent treaty with the “United 
States.

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LONDON, May 29.—‘‘The world at large 
stands to gain something by this momen- 
tous decision by which Congress may de- 
vise for the dependencies a form of gO0v- 
ernment outside the American Constitu- 
tion,’’ savs the Westminster Gazette to- 
day, discussing the United States Supreme | 
Court's judgment. 

“Without the decision,”’ continues the 
Westminster Gazette, “the United States | 
government would have been unable to | 
adopt a more liberal trade policy outside 
of America than within without disarrang- 
ing the whole of their continental fiscal sy8- 
tem. 

“The relation of America to Europe and 
the world is profoundly modified by the 
new departure. Colonies mean a navy, @ 
navy means naval bases and coaling sta- 
tions, and naval bases are insecure unless 
they are backed up by the possession of a 
hinterland. 

“This is the logic of imperialism and it 
may lead the Americans as far as it has led 
us, 

‘‘Moreover, by stepping outside their con- 
tinent the Americans undoubtedly weaken 
the force of the Monroe doctrine. There 
is a certain reciprocity in the present ar- 
rangements to conciliate Europeans to their 
exclusion from South America, but if the 
United States plunges into weiter-world 
politics equipped with a strong navy and an 
American canal, enabling it to concentrate 
on either ocean, she can hardly claim to 
compete on the principle which limits Ha- 
bility while putting no Hmit on her ex- 
pansion.

A similar display of thoughtlessness and eagerness to make 
money on the least possible outlay for roadbed is to be seen 
in Missouri and al! over the country where these roads are 
being built. Inetead of being laid with a yiew to permanency, 
most of them are being constructed as if they were experi- 
mental, to the great danger of the traveling public. 

The sooner stete authorities look into this subject and pass 
lawe compelling the safe building and safe running of these 
roads, the better The block system, proper grades and 
curves, train dispatchers, and all the usual safety equipment 
of steam roads ehould be made obligatory on electric roads 
running through country distri Even with all this, acci- 
dents will happen.

The correspondent has just obtained an 
interview with President Cipriano Castro 
under extraordinary circumstances. It was 
Obtained in the presence of the minister of; 
foreign affairs, Mr. Blanco, surrounded by! 
interpreters. In order that Gen, Castro's, 
message to the United States might reflect 
accurately his views it was first revised by | 
him in English, translated into Spanish!

Engtish again. 

“Our republic,”’ said Gen. Castro, “enjoys 
perfect peace. There i«# no disturbance an)y- 
where, nor do we expect any. 

“We are dedicating a!! our time to ar- 
ranging our internal affairs and promoting 
the prosperity of the Venezuelans. We do 
not see any clond on the horizon. With re- 

tO any supposed wrong misunderstand- 
ng with our sister republic of the United 
Biates we have nothing to fear because the| 
matter that it refers to is the asphalt con* 
troversy which is at present in the tribunals 
where it will be decided. Wha’ is to be re 
gretted in this question is that a person in- 
vested with an official characicr seems to 
ave taken part in the affair. | refer to} 

r. Loomis.’ 

“Do you know of any bribery in the as-| 
phalt controversy, or whether any attempt 
was made to bribe the officials or the tri- 
bunals of Venezuela?’ was asked. 

“I ignore completely whether any _ per- 
son tried to bribe the parties you indicate 
and | am sure that none of them is in- 
capable of being bribed. What I know is 
that large sums of money have been spent 


to get part of the Venezuela press to favor 
the interests of a certain company. This 
is public and notorious, as also the fact 
that while the dispute was at i height 
large amounts of money were rece:.ed bs 
an individual, and it is indicated thuit ‘*: 
last sums received by him were betwven 
620,009 and $25,000." 

“It is said in the United States that 
American life and capital are not safe in 
Venezuela, and that American capital is not 
desired here.”’ 

“The first assertion is so false and ab- 
furd,” said Gen. Castro, with a shrug of the 
shoulders, “that I leave it to be con- 
tradicied by any person who may visit 
Venezuela from abroad With regard to 
the second question, | can only say that 
lately I tried to negotiate a loan itn the 
Inited States of America, which | suspect 
has fallen through owing to the influences 
and work of Mr. Ileomis. it is well to 
mention that Mr. Loomis was the (rst 

‘Teon to indicate to me that it was poast- 

le to obtain the loan in America. Through 
his mediation. Mr. Mevers, who was to have 
Catried out the operation, came to Caracas 
and Mr. Loomis was present at all the con- 
ferences with the said financial agent.’’ 


President Castro was asked what would 
take place if the United States government 
decided to send Mr. Loomis back to Cara 
cas, 

“I do not think that the United States 
oevernment will send Mr. Loomis back to 
‘aracas,”” he replied, ‘“‘hecause I consider 
that government inepired with the best 
Wishes to maintain cordial relations with 
Venezuela, as we desire that the same be 
daily more and more sincere and cordial. 
I never presumed that the United States 

overnment could have any part in the at- 
itude assumed by Mr. Loomis.’”’ 

“Is it true that the state department has 
Sustained Mr. Loomis in all that he said 
and in all he did?" was asked. 

“Mr. Loomis, in an official note. safd that 
he acted in conformity with instructions 
from Washington, which could only be true 
In a determined sense.” 

President Castro was next asked what 
would be done in the affair of Messrs*Garce 
and Bartlett. two American citizens who 
Were arrested by the police tn La Guayra. 

“To my knowledge, there is nothing pend.

LIFELINE WILL BE USED TO SAVE | 


IMPERILED FIREMEN. 


SIMILAR TO COAST DEVICE 


Chief Swingley Is Introducing a Sys- 
tem Which He Believes Will 
Prevent Loss of Life. 


the United States

The methods of 
saving service are to be 
the St. 
loss of firemen’'s lives on burning bu! 
where fire escapes are not accessible. 

Assistant Chief August Thierry completed 
Tuesday afternoon a series of experiments 
with a life line gun, such as is used in the 
coast service, and found the device prac- 
ticable. 

At engine house No. 5, at 415 South 
Broadway, 
test of the new plan which caused mer- 
chants in the neighborhood to look about 
them for a policeman. Those who went 
out to see for themselves what the shoot- 
ing was about saw Mr. Thierry apparently 
shooting invisible pigeons on the roof of a 
factory near by. After each discharge of 
the gun he stopped to roll up a_ stout 

clothesline, the further end of which was 
on top of the building. 

The gun was buit especially for the pur- 
x0se of carrying life lines. Chief Swing- 
ey, who tried it a few days ago, thinks the 
only other purpose for which it is adapted 
is elephant hunting. This is because the 
weapon is a kicker of the Arizona type. 

blunt ramrod, slit far about three- 
fourths of its length, carries the life line, 
which is fastened to the stick by. inter- 
woven strands, which are tied into the nar- 
row openings. It is necessary to be sure 
that the ramrod is pushed to the bottom of 
the barrel, as a vacant air space between 
the shell and the end of the rod might be 
destructive to the gun and to its handler. 

The line is loosely coiled near by, and 
when the weapon is discharged a part of 
the coil disappears. In the tests made thus 
far, the arrow has carried successfully to 
a height of about seven stories. 

The clothesline shot to the top of the 
building will serve to carry a larger rope, 
which can be used as ® fire escape. The 
same device, with careful marksmanship. 
can be used to shoot the line into windows 
where persons may be out of reach of other 
help. It will be necessary for the person to 
whom the line is being sent to keep out of 
the way of the arrow, which travels with 


sufficient force to impale anyone who may | 


be in the way. 


Chief Swingley belleves that the use of 


the rescue gun will prevent future fatal- 
ties like that of the Olive street fire, where 


Fireman Green lost his life.
